They may con- | 
tent themselves with veiled allusions or 
they may go so far as to express eulogy 
or denunciation, but In either ease they 
are using the church as a campaign j 
wigwam when they should hire a hall. 
It Is a wonder that such aberrations are 
tolerated as much as they are, and cer- j 
talnly there could be no blaming a pew- i 
holder for protesting when he believes 
that there Is more of the devil than of 
God In the preacher’s party. It Is his 
right to protest and to demand that his 
temper shall not be ruffled by the dis¬ 
ingenuous or over-zealous pulpiteer, 
who Is taking him at a mean disad¬ 
vantage and depending on him for 
financial support at the same time. 
Aside from the question of authority, 
men are sated with such stuff anyway 
during the week, and if they go to 
church Sunday it Is to be recalled to 
tho spiritual side of life, which Is too 
much neglected. There Is still enough 
In It and In pure religion for centuries 
upon centuries of sermons, as there has 
been in the past. The specialty is still 
rightly considered the greatest of spe¬ 
cialties, and when It is properly ful- 1 
filled It ministers more to the higher 
nspirations of humanity than any other 
and commands n veneration that is a 
very bulwark against those who would 
curtail Its Just freedom.

ACROSS A CONTINENT. 


LINE OF RAILS TO SPAN AUS¬ 
TRALIA. 

Continuous Road to Be Built Across 

the South Part of the Country! Con¬ 
necting All the More Important 

Centers of Population. 

A great railroad enterprise is getting 
under way in Australia. The surveys 
have been made for a railroad from 
Port Augusta, in the State of South 
Australia, clear across the southern 
edge of Hie continent to the mining 
town of Coolgardie, in western Aus¬ 
tralia. As Coolgardie is already joined 
by rail to Perth, on the west coast, the 
transcontinental road will lie complet¬ 
ed when it reaches that point 

The road will run quite near the sea. 
where a telegraph - has for years con¬ 
nected the eastern and western coasts 
of the continent. Nine-tenths of the 
mileage will be through one of the most 
barren deserts In the world, but the 
building of railroads through desert 
lands no longer offers difficult problems 
to engineers. The problems have been 
solved, nnd no one doubts that the 
stretching of a railroad across this 
part of Australia will ho successfully 
carried out. 

The engineers say that the limestone 
plateau to the north of the Great Aus¬ 
tralian Bight, along whose shores the 
track will be laid, is the only part of 
the continent where there are no na¬ 
tive tribes. A considerable number of 
natives, however, live in the western 
part of the region to he traversed. 

Until the engineers recently went 
over tills desolate country the region 
had been crossed only by Eyre, who, 
while vainly hunting for new pasture 
land#, made the journey in 1840-41 that 
cost him so much suffering and the 
loss of his white comrades. 

This railroad will complete the con¬ 
nection by rail of all the Important cen¬ 
ters of population in Australia, except¬ 
ing some isolated settlements on the 
north and northeast coasts. Heretofore 
It has always been necessary to travel 
by sea between Perth, Fremantle and 
Albany, the most important towns In 
the state of western Australia, and the 
well-developed region of Victoria and 
New South Wales. 

But with the building of this railroad 
the journey may he made from the 
southwest corner or Australia through 
all the southern states of the common¬ 
wealth, and north along the east coast 
as far as Rockhampton, on the middle 
coast of Queensland. Thus nearly all 
the great mining regions and agricultu¬ 
ral districts will he connected by rail, 
either by the line along the coast or by 
branches from it already In operation 
In Eastern Australia, which penetrate 
Into t ho mining and wool-producing 
districts of the Interior. 

Eyre was saved from death when he 
crossed the continent by the discovery 
that he could obtain water by digging. 
It will he remembered with what in¬ 
finite difficulty the famous overland 
telegraph line from South to North 
Australia was carried across the water¬ 
less Interior to meet the submarine 
cable on the north coast. 

But a great deal has been learned 
about practical methods for carrying 
on enterprises in the deserts since the 
overland telegraph was stretched 
across the sandy wastes of Australia, 
and there is no reason to doubt that 
the desert railroad now to be built will 
be completed without very great diffl- 
cutl.—New York Sun. 

THE LATE POTTER PALMER. 

Fjoueer Merchant and One of the 
Builders of Chicago. 

Potter Palmer, one of the men who 
made Chicago the metropolis of the 
West, and for years a conspicuous fig¬ 
ure in its financial and social circles, 
died at his fine residence on the elegant 
Lake Shore Drive in that city recently. 
Fin- some weeks he had suffered from 
u stomach ailment, ouL of which grew 
a nervous disorder and ultimately heart 
failure, the lntter being the immediate 
cause of death. 

l’otter Palmer was born In Potter’s 
Hollow, Albany County, N. Y., In 1S2C, 
of Quaker farmer parentage. At 18 he 
became clerk in n country store in 
Greene, N. Y. Soon thereafter he start 
ed a store of his own in Oneida and 
later at Lock port. While visiting Chi 
eago in 1851, when that city had 40,000 
Inhabitants, he saw in it a place of 
promise. He sold his I.ockport stock 
and with .$ 0,000 capital opened a store 
in Chicago. He Introduced novel ideas 
in the dry goods trade, such as the ex¬ 
change of unsuitable goods, personal 
talks with his customers, etc., and the 
result was instant success for the new 
merchant. His first year’s sales amount¬ 
ed to $72,000. Then came the. Civil 
War, and Palmer foreseeing what a 
shortage there would be in cotton, and 
what a consequent rise in Its value, as 
well as in that of woolen goods, spent 
every dollar he had on those products 
and filled several warehouses. In less 
than four years he had made over 
$2,500,000. Marshall Field and Levi 
Loiter became his partners during this 
time and laid the foundations or their 
great walth. When the war was pro¬ 
gressing Palmer loaned large sums, as 
high as $750,000 at one time, to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

In 1807 Puhner retired from the dry¬ 
goods trade and took up real estate 
transactions. He determined to make 
State street, then a little more than a 
wide alley, the principal thoroughfare 
of Chicago. Within six mouths he had 
bought three-quarters of a mile of 
frontage on that street, lie succeeded 
in having it widened. When ihe great 
fire came in 1871 Mr. Palmer had nine¬ 
ty-live tine buildings in the city, includ¬ 
ing the Palmer House. All were de¬ 
stroyed In thnt conflagration. This was

For the disposal of this sum, outside the defraying of expenses, there was ap¬ 
parently no provision, so finally it was decided to expend It upon a building that 
should do credit to London and take a hfgh place among the commercial palaces 
of the world. 

There are scores of more costly buildings in New Y’orlc or Chicago, hut it is 
possible that in elegance of appointment Lloyd’s Register surpasses anything in 
this country.

and he accumulated a fortune of $25,- 
000,000. Ills pride in Chicago was mani¬ 
fested by liis activities in its behalf, lie 
was largely instrumental in bringing 
the World's Fair to that city and con¬ 
tributed $200,000 to the Woman's 
Building, doubtless because his wife 
had been made president of the Board 
of Lady Managers. 

Mrs. Palmer was Miss Bertha lion- 
ore, daughter of Henry 11. llonore, of 
Chicago, one of two sisters whose li%ui- 
ty and talent made them famous. A 
woman of superior intellectuality, ver 
satlle talents nnd generous culture, 
filled with ambition and energy, she 
was the constant counselor of her hus¬ 
band, and her encouragement from the 
time of their marriage in 1870 spurred 
him on to new endeavors. It was she 
who urged him to rebuild after the fire, 
and, perhaps, but for her. Chicago 
would have lost the enthusiasm and 
generous expenditures of money on his 
part which did so much for its resur¬ 
rection after the disaster of 1871. 

HONESTY WOULD HAVE PAID. 

For the Lack of It a Youth Goes 
to Juil. 

Chief Justice Bitigham of the district 
supreme court is one of the kindest- 
disposed and most lenient members of 
this or any other court, and it is prob¬ 
able that he invariably suffers more 
paiu when sentencing a prisoner than 
even the culprit. Whenever possible he 
exercises the greatest mercy in dealing 
with the unfortunate offenders. Some 
time ago a young colored man, not yet 
out of his teens, was arraigned before 


him in the criminal court, charged 
with the larceny bf a bicycle. There 
was not the slightest doubt ns to the 
guilt of the prisoner, and his attorney, 
explaining privately to the district at¬ 
torney that the boy bad previously 
borne an excellent character, persuad¬ 
ed that official to consent to a plea of 
petit larceny, the penalty for which of¬ 
fense Is confinement lu the jail for 
from a day to six mouths, the penalty 
for grand larceny, for which the de¬ 
fendant was Indicted, being not less 
than one nor more than three years lu 
the penitentiary. 

The young man thereupon withdrew 
his plea of not guilty of grand lnrceny 
and pleaded guilty of petit larceny. 
But, to the astonishment of every one 
nnd to utter disgust of his counsel, he 
asserted that he never stole the wheel 
when the venerable chief justice asked 
him what he had to say why he should 
not he sent to jail for a short time. 

“Well, young man,” kindly remarked 
the court, “If you did not steal the bi¬ 
cycle I cannot allow you to plead 
guilty, even of petit lnrceny. We do 
not wish to punish an Innocent person. 
Mr. Clerk, withdraw the plea of guilty 
of petit larceny, and now, gentlemen,” 
said the chief Justice, addressing the 
astonished district attorney and dis¬ 
gusted counsel for the defense, “let the 
trial proceed on the indictment.” 

'Hie trial proceeded, and the Jury, 
afier nn absence of two or three mln- 
uttes, promptly returned a verdict of 
guilty of grand larceny, just as the 
counsel for the government and the 
defendant knew they would. There¬ 
upon the court imposed a sentence of 
Imprisonment at hard InborJu the pen¬ 
itentiary, instead of one of a mouth or 
so in jail, which lie would have imposed 
had the youthful culprit followed ills 
counsel’s advice, remarking that 
truthfnlness, even in a thief, is at times 
good policy.—Washington Star. 

Horned Horses. 

Professor Woodward, of the Natural 
History Museum, of South Kensington, 
London, who has been engaged for 
some time past lu excavating nt Piker- 
mi, near Marathon, has recently com¬ 
pleted ills work. One of the most val¬ 
uable discoveries is a collection of 
heads of horned horses. They were un¬ 
earthed nt Euborea, where the profes¬ 
sor carried on some experimental ex¬ 
cavations for palaeontological remains. 
In addition to the heads of the homed 
horses, tho heads and shin bones of 
rhinocerl and other prehistoric nnimnls 
were discovered. It Is curious that out 
of the six places in the world where the 
remains of the horned horse have been 
found three are in Greece nnd a fourth 
in Samos, in the Greek Archipelago,

ANOTHER CHANCE. 

Great Interest Our Late President Took 
in Soldiers from Cuba. * 

The following story Illustrates the re¬ 
gard which President McKinley felt for 
the men who fought the battles of the 
nation. At the same time it shows his 
sympathy with young men, and |,is I 
wonderful memory for names. • 

At the time when the soldiers who 
had taken part in the Cuban campaign 
were returning to their homes, about 
fifteen of the Rough Riders presented 
themselves at the White House one 
morning. After looking through the 
part of the building open to the public, 
one of them approached the doorkeeper 
and asked If it were likely that there 
would be an opportunity to see the 
President. He stated that all the men 
lived In the West, and Intended to take 
a train for their homes that day. They 
were exceedingly anxious to see the 
President, for they might possibly nev¬ 
er be in the capital again. 

The doorkeeper informed them that 
j the President was about to drive out 
! with Mrs. McKinley, nnd that by wait¬ 
ing a few minutes they could see him 
! as he got into the carriage. He also sug. 
gested that If they stayed until Mr. 

I McKinley's return from his drive he 
might possibly consent to receive them. 

The soldiers were in their ordinary 
uniforms, stained and worn with ser¬ 
vice. Old handkerchiefs were knotted 
about their sunburned necks, and their 
\ weather-beaten faces were covered by 
a growth of untrimmed beard. Alto¬ 
gether their appearance was not suca 
! as was to be expected on dress parade. 

! The doorkeeper, however, knowing the 
President’s unfailing kindness toward 
returning Cuban soldiers, told him of 
their presence as he was desceiutlng 
the stairs. lie sakl at once that he 
would receive them on his way to the 
! carriage. 

After placing Mrs. McKinley in the 
! carriage the President turned and shook 
hands with each of the soldiers. As was 
his habit, he inquired their names, re¬ 
peating each as he heard it, as if he 
• would retain It In his memory. The sol- 
1 dler who acted as spokesman, and who 
i was apparently the superior of his com¬ 
panions in address and education, told 
! the President his name, but added, 

: “That was not the name I enlisted un¬ 
der.” 

The President was nt once interested. 
He asked the young man where he 
came from and learned that it was

COLD8 MAY BE INFECTIOUS. 

Medical Man Gives Reasons for Sup¬ 
posing: This to Be ths Case. 

We nil speak of “catching” cold, and 
the belief that an ordinary cold Is 
“caught” In the same sense as an In¬ 
fectious disease and In no other way 
seems to be gaining ground among 
medical men. Dr. H. Willoughby Gard¬ 
ner writes In The Lancet: 

“Colds are almost unknown In the 
Arctic circle, not on account of the 
action of the continuous cold, but be¬ 
cause the greater part of that region 
Is uninhabited. When Sir William 
Conway and his men were exploring 
Spitsbergen, though they were exposed 
to great privations and were almost 
constantly wet through, they never 
caught a cold, but directly they came 
down to Andree’s settlement on the’ 
coast, where some forty men were liv¬ 
ing In almost constant Intercourse with 
.the mainland, they all developed vio¬ 
lent colds. Nansen and bis men never 
caught a cold during all the three 
years of bis voyage, notwithstanding 
the utmost exposure, but directly they 
reached civilization on the coast of 
Norway, though still within the Arctic 
circle, they all suffered badly from 
colds. The weather Is not always keen 
and bracing In the Arctic regions; dur¬ 
ing the summertime In Franz Josef 
Land, at any rate. It Is exceedingly 
damp, and raw, mist-laden east winds 
prevail; yet the members of the Jaek- 
eon-Harniswortli expedition never 
caught a cold there, though all but two 
of them did so directly they reached 
civilization. More noteworthy still 
were Conway's experiences In the 
Himalayas. While amongst the moun¬ 
tains he ar.d his men, notwithstanding 
great exposure, never caught cold; nor 
did they even when they visited the 
small remote native villages; hut once 
they came down to a village where 
there was a small European settlement 
in commuuicution with tlic outer world 
and they all took had colds. Nor Is It 
only the Arctic regions and amongst 
high mountains that colds arc absent; 
the same Immunity from them is no¬ 
ticeable during long sea voyages and

Never forget that a weak, flat nega¬ 
tive Is probably due either to over-ex¬

Never be saving of developer; It costs 
but a trifle compared to the plates. 
Use a liberal quantity to fully cover 
plate. 

Never expect success from snap 
shots in heavy a«d deep shadows. Pho¬ 
tography does wonders lu these days, 
but It will not give you a picture of de¬ 
tails found only In dark corners. 

Never expect good results from old 
plates, from which only flat and un¬ 
satisfactory results can be expected. 
Just how old may be old it Is difficult 
to state; one yeqr Is quite enough to 
lead to suspicion.

POLICE DOGS 7n GHENT. 

Animal* Tauabt to Hunt Malefactor* 

ami Do Other Police Dutle*. 

The dog plays a prominent part all 
over Belgium as the poor man's horae, 
drawing milk carts, vegetable wagons, 
and even the “shay” that carries hts 
owner. But at Ghent, says a writer In 
Modern Culture, the dog has been har¬ 
nessed to the law also, and serves so 
efficiently as a policeman thnt crime In 
the district he patrols is said to have 
been diminished by two-thirds. 

By means of dummies, made up to 
resemble as much as possible the dan¬ 
gerous characters that might be met, 
the dogs are taught to seek, to attack, 
to seize and to hold without hurling 
seriously. The first step Is to place the 
dummy lu such a position that It shall 
represent a man endeavoring to couceal 
himself. 

The dog soons understands that It Is 
an enemy whom he must hunt, and en¬ 
ters Into this part of hla lesson con 
amore. Then the teacher lowers the 
figure to the ground, and the dog 
learns that although he may not worry 
hla prey, he must not allow his fallen 
foe to stir so much as a finger until the 
order Is given. 

After the dummy, a living model is 
used, and as this process is not without 
danger, the peraou chosen for this pur¬ 
pose Is usually one who ministers to 
the pupil’s creature comforts, and for 
whom the canine detective Is sure to 
entertain a grateful affection. Never¬ 
theless the dog Is prevented at first, by 
means of a muzzle, from an exhibition 
of too much zeal. 

Afterward the experiment Is tried on 
other members of the force, and In four 
months the dog’s education as a police¬ 
man la considered complete, and he 
takes his place with the rest 

The animals are also taught to swim, 
and to seize their prey In the water; to 
save life from drowning; to scale wulls 
and overcome other obstacles so that 
any enterprising burglar who goes 
“a-burgling” In Ghent has a lively time 
of It If he meets with one of these four- 
footed "bobbles.” _/ 

The dogs work so well nnd so con¬ 
scientiously that their number Is to be 
Increased, and there Is every probabil¬ 
ity that the plan will be adopted In oth¬ 
er Belgium centers. Their keep comee 
to only about 6 cents a day each, and 
altogether they cost the town less than 
$300 a year. 

Ancient City In Mexico. 

Leopold Batres, conservator of arch¬ 
aeological monuments In Mexico, has 
exhumed an ancient city of the Zapo- 
tecas In the State of Oaxaca. Iu Its 
center Is a grand plaza, and rising to 
the north of the plaza are terraces, on 
which are founded two great temples, 
while In the center of the plaza Itself 
are two massive mausoleums In which 
the priests of the temples were burled. 
On opposite sides of the public square 
there are also twelve smaller shrines, 
six on either hand, all supported by 
heavy columns of basalt covered with 
hieroglyphic Inscriptions In bas-relief. 
In the temples the history of the peo¬ 
ple was found inscribed, In the lan¬ 
guage of the Zanotecas, upon fifty 
tablets of stone. So much of the sur¬ 
prisingly rare historic Import has al¬ 
ready been found that Mr. Batres will 
ask the government for more men to 
he put at the work of exhuming and 
restoring the buildings of the loug- 
buried city.

HOW TO CAN FRUITS. 


POINTS FOR THE UP-TO-DATE 
HOUSEWIFE. 

If Cooked in Cans None of the Deli¬ 
cate Flavor of F'resh Frutt Is 
Lost-How Tlti* May Most Conveni¬ 
ently lie Done, 

It would certainly seem that the very 
general use of the canned vegetables of 
the market, and the wholesome, nat¬ 
ural flavor that characterizes even the 
cheaper grades would have made the 
prime cause of their excellence, name¬ 
ly, cooking In the cans so that none of 
their delicate flavor Is lost in escaping 
steam—an open secret to the majority 
of housewives before now. If It has, 
there never was a more forcible Illus¬ 
tration of the truth of the old adage 
that “None arc so blind as those who 
[ will not see” than tlic persistency with 
which housewives cling to the inferior 
method of cooking fruit In an open ves¬ 
sel and afterwards dipping it into jars 
and sealing. Probably the Incorrect 
belief that It is more work to cook fruit 
in tlte jars than out, and that the latter 
are very liable to break during the ope¬ 
ration, lias done much to keep the old 
method in favor. 

Away with these and all other bug¬ 
bears! One method Is not harder or 
more difficult and risky than the other, 
and other things being equal, fruit thnt 
is cooked in the jars is greatly superior 
in appearance and flavor. In other 
words, canning fruit is sticky, hard and 
disagreeable work at best, and only 
that which at least comes within sight 
of Its possibilities ever pays any divi¬ 
dends on the investment. Every step 
of the work from A to Z, from selecting 
the fresh fruit to opening .It for use, 
must he properly done. ■ 

All fruit should he well grown, fresh¬ 
ly picked, and a little under, rather 
than over, ripe. 

All berries except strawberries 
should he Arm and large. With these, 
the smaller fruit towards the last yield 
is best. 

! Currants nnd blackberries are never 
satisfactory canned. 

Making the syrup one third currant 
Juice gives an appetizing tartness to 
canned red raspberries, and adds rich 
i ness to cherries. 

The pits of cherries and peaches and 
the cores nnd seeds of pears improve 
the flavor of their respective fruits. If 
removed, distribute five or six peach 
pits through every quart Jar, nnd put a 
little net or muslin bag tilled with pits 
or cores In the center of cherry or pear 
jars. 

Prunes and most varieties of plums 
should have the skins removed. Scald 
only n few at one time, and put these 
In a wire basket or sieve first, and be 
careful not to over scald them. 

Pears should ho pared and halved 
with a silver knife nnd dropped Into 
cold water, to prevent their turning 
dark. 

Prepare peaches in the same way, 
rather than risk softening them by 
scalding. 

Ldmon, green ginger or other flavor 
lug should only he added to Insipid 
pears, wnternielon rinds, citron nnd the 
i like. 

Granulated sugar should always lie 
used. It costs but a trifle more than 
coffee sugar, nnd has a far more deli¬ 
cate flavor. 

Cleanse and sweeten old Jnrs with , 
boiling water, to which soda, borax or 
ammonia has been added. Test with 
water to he sure they are air tight be¬ 
fore filling. 

Put the fruit Into the jars as fast ns 
: it Is prepared, nnd fill the Jnrs to the 
neck with syrup. Adjust the rubber 
and cover, hut do not screw down the 
, latter. Wire racks to tit different-size;! 

‘ kettles, or a wash holler, can lie had at 
[ the shops, but one of narrow wood slats 
1 answers the purpose nearly ns well, 
and enn he easily made at home. 

Fill the vessel with warm water to 
the necks of the jars, and boll until the 
fruit can bo easily pierced with a fork. 
Berries will cook In ten minutes, cher-

peaches require five ounces of sugar for 
I a pint Jar; strawberries, cherries and 
j pears seven ounces, nnd quinces nine 
ounces. If this seems too rich less can 
I he used.

Injured hy the action of light. No mat 
ter If It Is kept In a dark closet, every 
Jnr should he wrapped In paper. 

If fruit Is opened nn hour or two be¬ 
fore It Is needed to restore the oxygen 
the flavor Is much Improved.—Albany 
Cultivator.

When any of us went for a 
walk Jack and Nellie formed a part of 
the company. They were smart, and, 
especially Nellie, always alert. Slu) 
would tackle anything, and seemed to.

"So It was quite natural for them to 
he with me when 1 started out one 
Sunday afternoon, now more than three 
weeks ago.

ART OF SCOLDING PROPERLY. 

There'* n Hinlit and u Wrong Why of 

Finding Fault. 

The woman In authority should study 
consideration of other people's feelings. 
The common scold or the continual 
fault-finder is perhaps the most disa¬ 
greeable person in the world, not only 
unhappy herself, hut making others so. 

Scolding, In one light, is really nn ac¬ 
complishment—-that is, when used for 
the proper correction of servants and 
children. If you feel called upon to 
deliver a rebuke to a servant make It 
clear to that offender that your dis 
l>lcasure Is Justified; never lose your 
temper, hut he calm nnd dignified, for 
remember that your hearing has much 
to do with the respect that you are held 
In by those under your authority. Nev 
er let a scolding degenerate Into nag¬ 
ging, for If you do you lose nil claim 
for respect from the delinquent nnd the 
person at fnult becomes your critic, and 
a very scornful one at thnt. 

Let all scoldings he gauged hy the 
error, but do not make any one rebuke 
long drawn out. Give each a hopeful 
ending. 

When properly administered, a mer¬ 
ited scolding quickly hears the fruit 
of better behavior on the part of the 
offending one. 

Many wives have spoiled the good nn- 
ture of their husbands hy seizing upon 
some fnult, trivial perhaps, nnd con¬ 
stantly dwelling upon It. 

Where a home Is made unhappy hy 
a great fault of the husband, If he ts 
worthy of loving and saving, he Is more 
effectively appealed to hy tenderness 
than by denunciation or scorn. 

Slightly Mixed. 

Ex-Judge Miles Hoffman, formerly of 
Arkansas, who wns at the Waldorf- 
Astoria a few days ago, told this story 
of a personal experience: 

“About two weeks ago I woke up In 
the night sick, weak and nearly faint¬ 
ing. My wife became somewhat ex¬ 
cited and slept no more thut night. 
Next day, when she wns telling of the 
occurrence to a friend, she put It In 
this wny: ‘Mr. Hoffman soon got bet¬ 
ter, hut he became so quiet I thought 
he was dead, and I was afraid to touch 
him for fenr he would wake up.’

•OMENS ABOUT BREAD. 


WHAT HOUSEWIVES HAVE BE¬ 
LIEVED FOR CENTURIES. 

They Make the Douah Nowadays with 

the Sign of the Cross, Just us the 

Ancient Romans Did—Superstitions 

that pie Slowly. 

It would be surprising, Indeed, if 
there were not many superstitions 
about bread. The one indispensable 
article of food is naturally in every na¬ 
tion a favorite subject of folk lore. No 
French peasant begins a new loaf with¬ 
out crossing it with the knife. The 
English superstition that bread cracked 
In the baking portends misfortunes in 
the family has taken root In America. 
In Germany, too, the housewife still 
believes that cracks on the top of the 
loaf of bread indicate the death of some 
one In the household, or, perhaps, mis¬ 
fortune to a dear friend, while cracks 
on the lower side of the bread are 
taken to indicate a birth. 

As many of us know, our bakers 
mark the sign of a cross upon the 
dough before placing It in the oven. 
The reason for making this sign be¬ 
comes plain when we know the origin 
of the custom. Almost all our super¬ 
stitions about bread date back to 
old pagan days, though they have been 
greatly modified so ns to conform to 
Christian beliefs. With the ancient 
Romans, the baking of bread and cakes 
was often invested with a religious 
Significance, especially the cakes of¬ 
fered to the gods and goddesses. These 
cakes were prepared In a particular 
way, and after being marked with the 
symbol of the deity in whose honor 
they were offered, they were supposed 
to possess supernatural virtues. 

The old domestic practice was modi¬ 
fied when Christianity became triumph¬ 
ant, and, in place of a pagan symbol, 
the early Christian housewife not only 
jised to make the sign of the cross 
when she began to knead the dough, 
but she marked that sign upon her loaf 
before placing it in the oven. Why? 
Simply because the sign of the cross is 
the recognized Christian protecting 
mark against the attacks of evil spirits, 
witches and the like. Hence, bread 
marked with the cross Is supposed to 
be witch proof, will bake all right, not 
crack across the top, etc. 

Just ns the Jews have Passover 
cakes, and other peoples have had spe¬ 
cially prepared food for their religious 
festivals, so Christians have cakes for 
certain seasons. Our hot cross buns 
on Good Friday are simply modern 
representatives of the cakes used at 
some old pagan festival. In days gone 
by, the cakes and buns baked at Eas¬ 
ter were supposed to possess great vir¬ 
tue. Thus, It Is an old belief that the 
observance of eating cross buns on 
Good Friday insures, so to speak, the 
house from tire for the coming year. 
We still eat a certain kind of pancake 
on Shrove Tuesday. The practice is 
referred to In “All’s Well That Ends 
Well,” where the clown speaks of a 
"pancake for Shrove Tuesday.” In 
“Pericles” they are cailed "flapjacks”— 
a term still used In country districts. 

In truth, to study the superstitions 
about bread is to take a wide lesson 
In folk lore. These superstlttons relate 
to the kneading trough, the oven, bak¬ 
ers and bread. For instance, in many 
parts of France the “arclie” or knead¬ 
ing trough, is more than a rude kitchen 
utensil; it Is often a pretty bit of furni¬ 
ture. M. Sebillot, who has collected 
many of the superstitions of the 
French folk relative to bread, quotes 
the story of a thief who entered the 
window of a house with Intent to com¬ 
mit burglary, but refused to step on 
the trough still containing the dough, 
believing that to do so would be an 
Impiety. This Is similar to the Ameri¬ 
can story of two hungry burglars who 
refused to satisfy their hunger with 
the meat which they found in a well- 
stocked larder because It was Friday. 

A writer In one of our magazines 
says that in Gottland the cross Is still 
signed before the oven Are Is lighted 
or the dough kneaded. This practice 
Is very common In the country districts 
All over Europe. In Brittany the house¬ 
wife makes the sign of the cross with 
the right hand while she places the 
left hand in the trough. After the 
dough Is kneaded the lid of the trough 
Is shut, and so is the door; for if a 
cat should enter the room the bread 
would not rise. Certain charms of in¬ 
vocations are used to cause the bread 
to multiply Itself. Thus, the peasant 
housewife adjures the dough to imi¬ 
tate the leaven, the wheat, the miller, 
and to rise. She would be very nngry 
If any one should sing or whistle In the 
room while she is making the loaf. 

In some parts of Europe the bake 
oven Is almost a sacred object. In cer¬ 
tain places of Brittany, for example, 
It Is dedicated with ceremonies; the 
wood Is sprinkled with blessed water; 
the proper heat Is attested by the melt¬ 
ing of a bottle, and, finally, an egg Is 
broken for luck. Besides, there are 
certain days on which bread must not 
be baked, as on Good Friday or during 
the night of All Saints, when the 
ghosts would be sure to eat it.—House¬ 
hold Words. 

DAMAGES FOR MORPHINE HABIT 

CuriousLnwauit Recently Tried in the 
Knulish Courts. 

The English medical journals con¬ 
tain reports of a curious law suit 
which has just been on trial In an En¬ 
glish court. A nurse brought action 
.against her physician for alleged mal¬ 
practice In prescribing morphine for 
her In therapeutic doses, and thereby 
inducing In her the morphine habit. 
The doctor was accused of negligence 
and a desire to get rid of a trouble¬ 
some patient. It is to the credit of 


the jury that, having beard the plain¬ 
tiff’s side of the case, they stopped the 
trial, and expressed the opinion that 
the action ought never to have been 
brought. 

The case suggests some rather curi¬ 
ous reflections. We do not doubt that 
some physicians are sometimes rather 
careless in prescribing such drugs as 
morphine and cocaine; but it would be 
difficult to apportion the exact degree 
of responsibility and the exact amount 
of damuges, if every morphine fiend 
were to have redress In court from 
every physician who had ever pre¬ 
scribed a dose of such drugs for him 
or her. The precedent established by 
one such case would be rather dls- ! 
quieting to every doctor in active prac¬ 
tice. In this English case the fact 
that the plaintiff was a nurse, and 
knew well the dangerous effects of i 
the drug which she continued taking 
of her own accord, should have been 
enough to satisfy her lawyers that she 
had no claims either in justice or In 
law. Such remote consequences are 
hardly to be appraised at a money 
value, or to be ascribed to the fault of 
a physician who had merely given the ; 
drug in therapeutic doses.—Philadel¬ 
phia Medical Journal.

Crowning of Richard III. 

Wliile men’s minds as well as worn- j 
en’s nre turned cm coronation robes 
and kindred splendors, It is Interest¬ 
ing to compare the old with the new 
fashions. 

The description of the costume worn 
by Richard III. at his crowning and 
ordered by himself was, according to 
a list, still extant, composed of a dou¬ 
blet made of two yards and a quarter 
and a hnlf of blue clothe of gold, 
wrought with netts and pyne apples, ;

of busk, instede of green clothe of gold, 
and a longe gown for to ride in, made 
of eight yards of p’pul velvet furred 
with tymbres and a half and thirteen 
bakks of ermyn, and four tymbres, 
seventeen coombes of ermyns powder¬ 
ed with 3,300 powderings made of bog¬ 
gy shanks, and a payre of short spurs 
with gilt.” 

To give the exact meaning of the 
old wording, says the London Chron¬ 
icle, would make a pretty task for 
scholars the day before King Edward 
VII.'s anointing. But the “longe gown 
for the cycle in” Is an obvious hint for 
to-day. 

Fact an Expensive One. 

Just now hundreds of young girls 
have the pyrograpliic craze in Its worst 
form. It is a money-eating fad. Not 
onfy Is the burning outfit Itself expen¬ 
sive, but the wooden blanks on which 
the drawings are traced with the hot 
Iron needle, cost from 25 cents to ns 
much as $10 or $15, according to the 
size and shape. The humble quarter 
will buy a good-sized square bit of soft 
pine, $15 a beautiful table or chair on 
which n design has been printed ready 
for the artist’s touch. One young girl 
who is restricted as to jiocket money 
and yet very much Interested in the 
work, has discovered a way to gratify 
her pyrograpliic taste by visits to the 
house-furnishing section of the large 
department stores. There she buys 
bread bonrds—smooth, hard wood, 12- 
Inch, D-cent bread boards—for her 
plaques. These she finds take on a far 
richer brown than the 50-cent soft, 
white pine plaques of the same size. 
The bread boards can be worked up 
Just as artistically as can the slabs 
made especially for devotees of the 
“fad.”

MAKING P08TAGE STAMP8. 

How Uncle 8am Manufactures Them— 
New Series of Portraits. 

For some time Uncle Sam has been 
busily engaged in preparing a new se¬ 
ries of postage stamps. Of late years 
the United States lias dropped Into the 
fashion of changing the designs of its 
mailing franks more frequently than 
almost any nation, and gradually the 
first republic of the new world has 
come to the proud position of possess¬ 
ing postage stamps that are more ar¬ 
tistic than those sent out from any 
other country. 

It is not easy to understand what an 
j immense amount of work is necessita¬ 
ted by the advent of new styles In this 
postal currency. What with the tneu 
| who manufacture the paper, the 2,000 
or 3,000 men and women who assist in 
printing and gumming the stamps, the 
I toilers who help in transporting the 
! new products of the printing presses 
and the 80,000 postmasters and clerks 
who sell the stamps to the public, it 
is estimated that fully 100,000 persons 
have a hand in preparing for a postage 
stamp “opening.” 

For upward of a decade the national 
j government has been printing Its own 
1 postage stamps—that Is, the work has 
i been done at the big institution at 
Washington known as the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving, which Is a 
branch of the Treasury Department, 
and designed primarily for the print- 
; lng the national currency—but the gi¬ 
gantic task may at any time revert 
to private individuals or a corpora- 
; tion if a disposition is shown to do the 
work cheaper thau the government 
can do It. 

Every year the Postoffice Depart¬ 
ment advertises for bids for furnishing 
the postage stamps, and the Treasury 
Department submits a proposition in 
exactly the same manner as the other 
bidders, but the plant of the big money 
i factory at the national capital Is so 
perfectly equipped that the manufac¬ 
ture of stamps can be carried on at a 
cost of less than 5 cents a 1,000, and 
apparently the bank-note companies 
which formerly supplied stamps have 
| concluded that there would be no profit 
in the transaction at such a price. 

It is in the Postofflce Department 
that the first step is taken looking to 
the making of a new series of stamps. 
This is the important work of passing 
in a general way upon the designs of 
; the new stamps and more particularly 


slree the civil war. President Johnson 
and Arthur, however, never had places 
in the postal art collection, nor, of 
course, has Grover Cleveland, who, 
while living, is ineligible. 

Stanton, Scott, Hamilton and Zach¬ 
ary Taylor were all portrayed on pos¬ 
tage stamps at one time or another, 
but have had to give way to statesmen 
of more recent prominence. Nor, in¬ 
deed, will the changes end here, for it 
is expected that as soon as the new 
McKinley postal card has served the 
usual period of usefulness and been re¬ 
tired his portrait will supplant that of 
either Sherman or Webster. 

Engraving the plates whicli are used 
in the production of postage stamps is 
a delicate operation. Perhaps a dozen 
different engravers, each an expert iu 
his particular line, contributes to a de¬ 
sign for a stamp that is not an inch 
square. One supplies the vignette, a 
second cuts the delicate scroll work, a 
third furnishes the artistic, letterings 
and so on. The original plate bearing 
a stamp design, although baked until 
It is almost as hard as a diamond, is 
never employed in the actual printing. 
It is much too precious for that, since, 
were it destroyed, It would In all prob¬ 
ability be Impossible to engrave a new 
plate that would be an exact duplicate 
in every delicate detail. Accordingly, 
the original plate constitutes a steel 
die, with which impressions are made 
on soft steel, pnd these latter, termed 
replicas, are used, after hardening, for 
the actual printing.

The general public has but a faint idea of what bird’s-eye maple, curly walnut 
and quartered oak really are. As a matter of fact the secret lies entirely in the 
method of cutting or sawing the timber. 

The bird’s-eye figure in maple is produced by cutting around and around 
the log, and continuing until the log is used up. A huge knife, and not a saw ;b 
used for the purpose, and the wood Is really peeled off like a great shaving; hence 
bird’s-eye veneers yards in length are made. Few species produce this figure. 
That obtained from the sugar maple is the finest In this country. j 

Curly walnut is the root and that portion of the trunk just above the grouud. 
The log is sawed in the ordinary way. Curly walnut is obtained from all the 
species. 

Quartered oak is produced by sawing the log into quarters—hence the name. 
These quarters are then sawed into boards from the circumference toward the 
center, and thus the “flake," that beautiful figure in quartered oak, is brought 
out. The waste caused by this method of sawing is what makes the quarter- 
sawed timber so expensive.

THE WESTERN MINING CAMP. 

; It Has Been Immortalized iu the Writ¬ 
ings of Bret Harte, 

Tiie death of Frauds Bret Harte, 
which occurred in England, has "re¬ 
moved one of the most forcible and 
distinctive writers 
writers of the 
West. His stories 
immortalized the 
western mining 
camp and reflected 
the atmosphere of 
those days, half a 
century ago, when 
California was the 
Mecca of the gold 
seekers. Quaint, 
bret harte. humorous and re¬ 
freshing, his writings will long hold a 
unique and exalted place in English 
j literature. 

Mr. Harte was born in Albany, N. Y., 
iu 1839, and was the son of an educa¬ 
tor, who died leaving the family with 
little means. In 1854 young Harte 
' went to California with his mother and 
in Sonora tried his hnnd at the fath¬ 
er’s profession of teaching. He did not 
succeed in this and became a compos- 
! itor In the office of a mining camp pa¬ 
per, beginning his literary career by 
: composing his first article In type while 
working at the case. In 1857 we find 
i him a compositor In the office of the 
Golden Era, San Fralicisco. The ex- 
| perience of his frontier life had been 
impressive and his literary talents 
soon put to profitable use the vivid 
scenes of the previous three years. 

| Clever sketches, contributed at first 
anonymously, attracted the attention 
! of the editor, and Harte was invited 
to Join the corps of writers. Soon af- 
| terward he became associated in the 
management 08 The Californian, a llt- 
I erary weekly, short-lived, but of inter- 
j est as containing his “Condensed Nov- 
! ols.” In 1864 he was appointed Sec¬ 
retary of the United States branch 
mint and while holding this position 
he wrote several poems for San Fran- 
I cisco papers. 

In July, 1868, the publication of The 
; Overland Monthly, with Mr. Harte as 
j its organizer and editor, was begun. 
The second issue contained The Luck 
i of Roaring Camp, a story of mining 
life, which marked the beginning of 
1 Harte’s brighter and more artistic 
j work. The next number contained The 
Outcasts of Poker Flat, a realistic 
| story, considered by many his best 
production. It established his repu- 
! tatlon, and was followed In quick suc¬ 
cession by other well known produc- 
| tlons. The Heathen Chinee appeared 
in September, 1870. 

Harte received the appointment of 
professor of literature in the Univers- 
| lty of California in 1870, but In the 
spring of 1871 resigned that chair and 
his editorship and settled In New York. 
He became a regular contributor to 
The Atlantic Monthly, and lectured on 
The Argonauts of ’49 in various cities. 

In 1878 Mr. Harte was appointed 
United States Consul at Crefeld, Ger¬ 
many, and was transferred In 1880 to 
Glasgow, Scotland, where he con¬ 
tinued as Consul until the advent of 
the new administration In 1885. He 
| had since resided in England, engaged 
in literary pursuits. Beside the books 
mentioned he wrote many other works. 

WALKING AND LONGEVITY. 

With Many Centenarians It Waa the 
Favorite Form of Kxerclge. 

Walking appears to be the form of 
physical exercise most favored by een- 
! tenarlans. It is related of one Mac¬ 
Donald, who died in Highlands, Scot 
land, in 1791, aged 101: “He was a 
great pedestrian, and the year before 
lie died, at the age of 100, undertook 
on a wager to walk ten miles In two 
hours and a half, which he performed. 
He was accordingly presented to the 
king at Windsor.” 

Colonel George Perkins, of Norwich, 
Conn., who died thirteen years ago, 
aged 100, made a practice of walking 
four miles a day until within a few 
years of his death. Mary Wilkinson of 
i Yorkshire, England, who in 1788 died 
at 109, walked to London when she 
was past 90. The distance was 230 
miles. She made it in five days aud 
three hours. Mary McDonnell,'a vig¬ 
orous old woman of Magheratempany, 
Ireland, in 1784, when 117, walked 
fourteen mHes. 

Sally Morris, who recently died near 
Parkersburg, IV. Va„ at the age of 113, 
bad, up to two years previous to her 
death, walked twenty miles to town 
: and back one day iu each week. 


A conspicuous number of centenari 
ans have enjoyed their favorite sports 
and pastimes even in their very last 
days. Sieu Dason de Veger of Lour- 
day; France, who died in 1744, aged 
118, “rode hunting fifteen days before 
his death.” Bartholomew Rymer, a 
Yorkshire gamekeeper who ended a 
century of vigorous life in 1791, "shot 
game flying In his 99th year.” One 
Hastings, an Englishman, dying iu 
1650, “rode to the death of a stag when 
near 90.” In the last century of his 
life he was a fisherman and swam the 
river after he was 100. 

All these Instances, says the Roches¬ 
ter Post-Express, prove the value of 
out-of-door exercise as an aid in the 
prolongation of life.

on the same side of the field, a Minne¬ 
sota Inventor lias designed the revers¬ 
ible mower shown in tlie illustration. 
The tongue of the machine is pivoted 
at the center, and by pulling a lever the 
pin which locks the tongue to the 
curved frame is drawn and the team 
is swung around to pull the mower in 
the opposite direction. The cutter bar 
has a double set of knives and the run¬ 
ning gear works as well In one direr 
tion as the other. The mower is also 
designed for use in large fields, where 
it is not desirable to cut clear around 
the piece on account of its size. 

How to Form the Reading Habit. 

In order to organize odd minutes 
into fruitful hours one must have a 
consistent scheme nnd keep the means 
of carrying it out within reach.
